Ward Democratic organization, 
said Mrs. Stone requested the | 
doctor to examine the voters | 
with full approval of the group 
he heads. 

“These people are bedridden 
and they wanted to vote,” he | 
said. “It was not only legal but 
clean and honest. We would 
have done the same for any 
Democratic candidate.” 

The 85 certificates signed by 
the doctor appeared to involve‘ 
for the most part residents of 
nursing or old folks’ homes in 
the same general area. They in- 
cluded 71 women and 14 men. 

Twenty-one of the 85 certifi- 
cates were for voters living at 
4301 West Pine boulevard, 
which was a polling place for 
the Sixteenth precinct. All 
were women. Thirty persons 
were registered at that address, 
a check of records showed. 

At 4305 West Pine, the same 

doctor approved 15 certificates, 
for six women and@hine men.

TV Reporters’ Protest.

Copies 
were handed out to reporters 
in the hotel basement headquar- 
ters of the convention publicity 
staff. Reporters practically 
mobbed two staff members in 
their eagerness to snatch copies 
of the statement and send the 
words out over telegraph wires. 

In preliminary discussions 
Northern delegates asserted 
they could not “live with” 
plank which did not mention 
the Supreme Court. A South- 
ern spokesman, former Gov 
John S. Battle of Virginia, said 
he. did not think the South 
cguid live with a plank approv- 
ing the Supreme Court decision 
outlawing racial segregation in 
the public schools. 

‘Government of Laws.’ 

The plank did not specific- 
ally back the Supreme Court 
decision but it affirmed Dem- 
ocratic support “of the historic 
principle that ours is a govern- 
ment of laws and not of men;

A Splendid Speech 


Speaker Sam Rayburn, taking over as perma- 
nent chairman of the Democratic national con- 
vention, was warmly saluted by his many ad- 
mirers who have been calling him fondly “Mr. 
Sam,” “Uncle Sam” and “Mr. Democrat.” The 
response to his message was a sincere tribute to 
one of the most esteemed leaders of the party. 

But it remained for a Democratic newcomer, 
Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon, to be ap- 
plauded time after time for an address that 
clearly was one of the most thoughtful and con- 
structive at a convention in many years. 


The occasion was a dramatic one for those 
with memories that went back only a short four 
years. In 1952. Wayne Morse appeared in the 
very same convention hall and helped nominate 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for President over fellow 
Senator Taft of Ohio. As one of the earliest 
pro-Eisenhower Senators, Senator Morse held 
out high hopes for the celebrated soldiep as a 
national political leader of both the Republican 
party and the country. 


Yet Senator Morse soon found himself sorely 
disappointed. He announced the withdrawal of 
his support for Gen. Eisenhower and its transfer 
to Adlai E. Stevenson 

~ . . 

When the 1953 Congress met, he voted with 
the Republicans to control the Senate because 
they had won the 1952 election. But when 1954 
came, the midterm election, plus his vote, gave 
the Democrats leadership of the Senate. Tueés- 
day night he stood before the convention as a 
fighting Democrat, contesting a bitter Senate 
race against former Interior Secretary Douglas 
McKay, the White House’s personal choice to 
“get Morse.” 


All this Wayne Morse explained in his re- 
markable testimonial, and that would have been 
enough to make it a permanent entry in the 
political records. The man who has served 
Oregon in the Senate for 12 years said: 

My keeping faith with the dictates of my 
conscience by joining the Democratic party 
has brought down upon my head much cas- 
tigation and abuse from party-firsters. It 
has made me the target of a White House 
purge. However, I want to let the White 
House in on a political secret. The purge 
attempt is going to fall flat on its face, and 
for a very good reason. The State of Oregon 
rates second in the nation in literacy. 

The people of my state are a highly en- 
lightened constituency. They are eminently 
qualified to do their own political thinking 
and their own selecting of their United 
States Senator. Thousands of Republicans 
in Oregon have assured me that they will 
continue to stand behind me because they 
too agree that principle should always stand 
above politics and that they believe in the 
liberal program, for which I fight. 

From this general statement of principle, 
Senator Morse went, one by one, into the im- 
portant issues of civil rights, foreign affairs, 
conservation of natural resources, the plight of 
school children in overcrowded districts. The 
millions who listened in must have learned a 
lot from the clear, straight-forward presentation 
of constitutional liberalism as a way of political 
life and a responsibility of the nation’s elected 
leaders. 

* * * 

On civil rights, the one platform plank over 
which important differences had afisen, the 
Oregonian said: 

The constitutional liberal knows that there 
can be no denial of first-class citizenship to 
any group of Americans without making a 
mockery out of both the Declaration of In- 
dependehce and the Constitution. He knows 
that constitutional rights cannot be supreme 
unless the highest court of the land that 
interprets and applies the Constitution is 
supreme and obeyed. 

Not everyone in the convention hall approved 
these strong words but the cheers were gen- 
erous and they came from seemingly every 
sector. And the delegates cheered also his 
tribute to Theodore Roosevelt and Gifford 
Pinchot, to LaFollette, Borah, McNary and 
Norris as liberal Republicans and conserva- 
tionists who once sat in the Republican party.

Not So Tense, But Still Tough 

Leaving for the London conference, Secretary 
Dulles says he is confident a peaceful Solution 
of the Suez canal problem can be reached. He 
seems to have more to back that cheerful view 
now than he would have had two weeks ago. 

If the dangers of war have diminished, how- 
ever, it does not follow that the Suez problem 
has suddenly betome any easier of solution. 
With Soviet Foreign Minister Shepilov obviously 
primed to cast himself as the friend and the 
West as the enemy of former colonial peoples, 
the Western powers Cam expect some rough 
going at London. It is quite possible, for in- 
stance, that Shepilov will demand the interna- 
tionalization not only of Suez, but of Panama. 

That would be embarrcssing not only because 
there is a certain logic in applying the same

principles to similar waterways in different 


parts of the world, but because the United 
States not so long ago itself sponsored a plan 
to put all the major international waterways 
under multi-nation control. President Truman 
offerci such a plan at the Potsdam conference 
as a rebuttal to the Soviet effort to grab for 
itself 2 share in control of the Dardanelles.

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The Issue in the County 

Was the four-member Republican majority in 
the County Council justified in approving a 17- 
cent rise in the tax rate? This amounts to a 26 
per cent boost in the county’s share of the 
tax bill. And coming as it does hard on top 
of the assessment fiasco in the G.O.P.domi- 
nated Courthouse, it is almost sure to look to 
the Democrats like lively campaign material. 

But while the Democrats ought to have no 
trouble digging up plenty of legitimate issues 
for use in November, the facts of this particular 
situation, it seems to us, suggest that the tax 
increase could not be avoided, Let's see: 

Eleven cents @f the total boost will go for 
interest and the retirement of bonds, reflecting 
in large measure the $39,712,000 bond issue ap 
proved by the people last November. The county 
has borrowed $10,725,000 from that issue and 
the bond issué of 1954. Under the law it is man- 
datory that a start be made toward paying the 
principal and interest on that debt. 

That leaves six cents to argue about. Since 
each cent of the county tax rate produces rough- 
ly $90,000, this means accounting for some 
$540,000. 

About $100,000 is to go for necessary expan- 
sion of the new County Police Department and 
another $100,000 to*permit the Health Depart- 
ment to keep up with sharply rising demands 
on its services, 

The bulk of the remainder, some $250,000 or 
the equivalent of almost three cents in the tax 
rate, has been appropriated for the first year’s 
work on revaluation of all county real estate. 
This is a costly but essential project designed 
to make a start on eliminating the glaring in- 
equities now embedded in the county’s assess- 
ment structure. 

These inequities gradually took shape during 
Assessor Phil G. Deuser’s 16 years in office. 
The $250,000 for revaluation this year is only a 
down payment. The total bill, to be handled in 
three annual installments, will run to $855,000. 
It represents part of the cost of overcoming 16 
years of slip-shod assessments. 

All of which is not to suggest that the coun- 
ty’s total budget is comparatively fat-free. Each 
of the county’s major administrative offices is 
run by an elected official, and their employes 
are hired on the basis of patronage, not merit. 
It is a system that is conducive to sloppy and 
costly administration. 

The answer, of course, is to eliminate most 
of the county’s elective offices, and to realign 
them on the basis of function, Then they ought 
to be staffed from the top down with personnel 
hired on the basis of merit, not political regu- 
larity. This would take a Charter amendment or 
two, but the effort involved would be well re- 
paid in sound and efficient service. Here is an 
issue worth shouting about.

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Passengers for Some Railroads 

Canada’s railroads are admittedly not readily 
comparable to those of the United States—for 
one thing, there are only two systems, one Gov- 
ernment-owned—but a vigorous, play for business 
is a vigorous play for business on either side of 
our border. 

While it may not be statistically comparable, 
therefore, a difference in attitude between the 
Canadian railroads and the Eastern railroads in 
our own country, which have just asked a 45 
per cent increase in first-class passenger fares, 
is distinctly worth thinking about. 

As the Eastern railroads are turning their 
backs on much of their passenger business in 
favor of the airlines, the Canadian railroads 
are going out after all the passenger business 
they can get. They have improved the attractive- 
ness of their accommodations and the running 
time of their trains. Crack trains carry both 
luxury sleepers and tourist sleepers and coaches; 
one can dine in the dinér on a $5.50 steak dinner 
or at a snack bar at prices comparable, to those 
of a good drugstore. 

Since May, passenger traffic in Canada has 
racked up a 10 per cent gain. The railroads have 
made it possible for Canadians with pocket- 
books of many sizes to travel at prices they can 
afford. Would there not be increasing travel on 
the railroads in the United States with a similar 
flexibility?

Hero of Agincourt 
HARRY OF MONMOUTH, by A. M. Maugham. 

William Sloane, 440 pg¢s.. $4.50.) 

Historical interpretations in this fic- 
tional biography of England's King Hen- 
ry V may be questioned, but no one can 
doubt that Miss Maugham has written 
a book that is good, judged as an adven- 
ture story. The life of the young Plan- 
tagenet was a succession of adventures 
—in fighting, in dissolute living, in 
Statecraft and in conquest. 


As a boy the prince knew his suc- 
cession to the throne was not sure, and 
retention of the throne would be diffi- 
cult.

In Our Forests : 
By Leonard Hall 


This article is the first of a series, “Forests Are for 
erybody.” 


. Ev 
77 coy ARE FOR EVERYBODY.” This may 


seem a contradictory statement when one con- 

siders that nearly 90 per cent of Missouri's 
forest land is owned by private individuals and that 
the proportion of 
public to private tim- 
berland runs about 
this high in the na- 
tion as a Whole. Yet 
there are many ways 
in which the state- 
ment is quite liter- 
ally true. In the 
esthetic sense a for- 
est has many of the 
qualities of a sunset. 
In spring when the 
oaks are budding and 
wildflowers blossom 
in profusion; in the 
deep shade of sum- 
mer; in autumn when 
the hills take on 
their brilliant hues; 
in winter when new- 
fallen snow discloses 
the tracks of cotton- 
tail and red fox—in 
all these seasons the beauty of the forest may be seen 
and enjoyed by all of us, nor is ownership of a single 
acre necessary for this purpose. 

Forests provide much of our recreation in this time 
when areas for recreation are so badly needed. If 
we are hunters, we may have to depend on permission 
to hunt from some private landowner; yet on a rea- 
sonable basis this is not difficult to obtain. Or we 
: must go to our “public” lands which are open to 
hunting in season. In this latter case we Missourians 
are fortunate; we can boast nearly 2,000,000 acres of 
national and state lands in which, as citizens, we share 
ownership. 

In our forests live the herds of white-tail deer. In 
them rise the streams which furnish sport for the 
angler and which, in some instances, are impounded 
into lakes that attract countless sportsmen and recre- 
fe ationists. For the amateur botanist and ornithologist, 
= the serious naturalist, and those who simply enjoy 
3 camping out or who seek the solitude of the forest 
= for a renewal of the spirit, there are no closed sea- 
sons.

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THERE ARE EVEN DEEPER reasons why “forests 
are for everybody.” Since the dawn of time man 
has depended on the forest for many things. It pro- 
vides fuel to keep him warm, lumber for the buildings 
which shelter him and a thousand other uses that 
have to do with everyday living. It provides pulp for 
the paper which makes possible his books, magazines, 

# newspapers and other media of communication by 
® means of the printed word. It furnishes cellulose for 
® fabrics and other products for industry. 

Forests protect the watersheds of the great river 

stems, controlling runoff of rainfall and determining 

@ severity of flood and drouth. It would not be 
too much to say that civilizations have died because 
of the destruction of the forest resource plus the 
erosion, floods and other evils that follow this destruc- 


Thus it is Seen that whether our interest is in their 
beauty, their economics, their unities for recre- 
ation or their effect.on the well-being of the nation, 
each of us has a stake in the forests and some respon- 
sibility toward them. And whether this interest is 
mainly in enjoyment or in the discharge of our re- 
sponsibility, we should know something about them. 

cially is this true of our own forests in Missouri. 
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IF YOU'LL SPREAD OUT your state map and, 
starting at St. Louis, draw a broad band in a south- 
westerly direction to our western boundary—a band 
perhaps 150 miles deep—you will have taken in most 
of the Missouri Ozarks. Herein are some 40 counties 
and about 15,000,000 acres of terrain which, because 
— of its topography arid soil types, is best suited to 
© growing trees. There are small areas in this Ozark 
highland, oftenest in the stream valleys but some- 
times on high limestone prairies such as our Belle- 
view valley, where the land is suitable for cultivation 
and grazing by livestock. But there is also a large 
acreage still being farmed in the Ozarks on what can 
only be called a submarginal basis. It would be best 
tor the economy of the state and its people if this 
land were abandoned for farming and put back into 
timber. At any rate, within the boundaries of the 
Ozarks lies the majority of our forest land. Poten- 
tially it is a vast resource; indeed, one of this state’s 
most valuable renewable resources. 

The make-up of a forest depends on location, cli- 
mate, geology, topography and use, so all these should 
be touched on. Our Ozark highland is a crossroads 
for plant species between the Atlantic and the Rockies 
and between the Gulf and the Canadian border. This 
means that while certain tree species are dominant, 
a great many others as well as shrubs and smaller 

lants have made themselves at home here. But 

ere are other things which yore Pn 4 this variety 
of growth. The first great upheavals that formed the 
Ozarks occurred nearly a half billion years ago, mak- 
ing this perhaps the oldest land on our continent. 
This means there has been time for complex soil types 
to develop and for many plants to invade the region 
and to evolve as sub-species.

THE OZARK CLIMATE is, on the whole, mild. 
Winters are seldom severe, there is a long frost-free 
riod of 180 days, summer temperatures are high but 
eesened by the fact that 60 per cent of annual rain- 
fall comes between April and September. Precipita- 
tion averages around 46 inches and, although the area 
suffers periodic drouths, these are seldom as severe 
as those of the western Great Plains. The smaped 
topography definitely lends itself more to timber 
than to agriculture and at least half the land 
definitely classed as non-arable. ‘The most impor- 
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tant trees commercially are the oakse—white, red, 
scarlet, black, burr, chinquipin, post and a dozen 
others.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15. 

FTER pleading for years with convention chairmen to 
Aw the proceedings started on time, the television boys 

were almost caught with egg on their chin when the 
Democrats did. As Democratic National Chairman Paul 

at i amas Butler banged the gavel 
xn at a few minutes after 
noon, the NBC crowd 
thought he was just prac- 
ticing. He wasn't. 

“This is the first time 
in the history of conven- 
tions that proceedings have 
got started on the appoint- 
ed hour,” he said. 

This meant that for half 
an hour the TV lads had 
nothing prepared for the 
cameras except introduc- 
tory convention oratory. 
The first full-bodied 
phrase to roll out was that 
of Mayor Richard Daley 
of Chicago, who told mil- 
lions of TV. listeners who 
could hardly have cared 
less that: “I was born in 
the shadow of this great 
hall, a neighborhood rich 
in the traditions and culture of this great land.” 

Ten anda half minutes after Butler banged that gavel, 
Betty Furness, who has called this convention her greatest 
challenge, swam into view and started selling refrigerators 
and TV sets. (The TV sets are “precisioneered” and the 
refrigerators have “cold in motion,” words we are going to 
hear a lot of the next couple of weeks.)

AFTER HALF AN HOUR of floor oratory, the networks 
started spreading their wings to show they had cameras 
scattered all over Chicago, and I must admit it was {mpres- 
sive. CBS brought in Dick Hottelet talking to Congressman 
Moss of the platform committee; a few moments later NBC 
brought in Joseph Harsch on the same subject; at the same 
time John Daly brought in George Hamilton Combs in the 
Harriman headquarters, talking to somebody who con- 
fidently predicted Harriman would have 400 votes on the 
first ballot. There was no doubt about it; we, whom Butler 
referred to as the “millions of unseen Americans in the 
television audience,” were getting around Chicago~-et a 
dizzy pace. 

And not just Chicago, either. Late in the afternoon, 
after the session had been adjourned, NBC—with nothing 
else on its mind and a half hour of time ta fill—took us 
all over the country to Milwaukee, Columbus, Los Angeles 
and Boston, where newspaper men from local papers 
summed up the sentiments in those communities. Conven- 
tions, as H. V. Kaltenborn observed, are great big town 
meetings and these remote pickups are making great big 
national meetings out of them. NBC called its roundup a 
“caucus,” and plans to bave them throughout the convention.

SINCE “WIDE WIDE WORLD,” it has been difficult 
to keep NBC from pushing those buttons, jumping us un- 
seen millions from one coast to another. John Daly has 
mused that in 1984 the delegates may all stay home and 
just push buttons, sending hired demonstrators to mess up 
the aisles at the convention hall, and perhaps they will. 
It’s certainly comfortable at home. I've pushed my way 
into the Conrad Hilton, waited hours for elevators, and 
eaten those convention hot dogs before. 

The misinformation and speculation you get in the 
corridors in convention hall is no more complete than the 
stuff you get at home on televisfon and, if anything, you 
get less of it at the convention and not nearly as fast. The 
biggest event of the first afternoon on TV was a meeting 
between Senator Lyndon Johnson and Adlai Stevenson. 
Both NBC and CBS managed to get cameras up there and 
pretty well wrecked Senator Johnson’s suite, but neither 
side managed to get anything out of either Johnson or 
Stevenson about what had taken place.

IT WAS A STRANGE FEELING TO LOOK AT THE SEA OF SHIPS AND REFLECT 


Writer Recalls Allied Invasion 
Of Southern France Over These 
Waters Twelve Years Ago Today— 
Classic. Amphibious Operation 


It was 12 years ago that Lt. Gen. Alezander M. Patch’s Seventh 
United States Army landed in southern France. The Riviera in- 
vasion put into effect a strategie plan the wisdom of which was 
eloquently, even bitterly questioned by Winston Churchill. 

Only last month secret documents came to light that disclosed 
Churchill, wartime Prime Minister, was “furious” wih the late 
President Roosevelt over this nation’s insistence on the plan. When 
the die was cast, however, Churchill went to the Mediterranean, 
watched the landing and reported it had been brilliantly erecuted.

HE storm’ now raging over 

Egypt's seizure of the Suez 

canal rivets attention once 
more on the Mediterranean. 
Again the big carriers of the 
United States and allied na- 
tions , are shifting and the 
cruisers and destroyers are 
echarging about. Troops are 
being concentrated. Newspaper 
headlines crackle with tension. 
It is an appropriate atmosphere 
in which to celebrate the twelfth 
anniversary of the landing in 
southern France. 

One of warfare’s impressive 
sights — mailed fist and naked 
power division—was the ren- 
dezvous at sea of the great 
fleet that struck the French 
Riviera in midsummer 1944. 
The meeting took place at 7 
o’clock in the evening of Aug. 
14, about 13 hours before 
H-hour of D-day, éff the west- 
ern coast of Corsica. The com- 
bined invasion force was & 
fearsome armada, majestic and 


U.S.S. Henrico, a ves- 
sel. This was not a brilliant 
comment but it was very apt 
and I can vouch for its authen- 
ticity. Some time earlier, the 
Henrico had threaded the Strait 
of Bonifacio with the main 
Naples convoy and then head- 
ed north, along Corsica, toward 
the rendezvous.

Suddenly, one by one, the 
other convoys came into view 
over the glittering gray sea, 
The setting sun picked them 
out. They came from Oran and 
Algiers in Africa, from the 
Italian heel ports of Taranto 
and Brindisi, from Palermo 
and from Malta. They seemed 
to spring up out of the empty 
waste and, as each line of ships 
was raised in the distance, men 
clapped one another on the 
back. A few shouted, but for 
the most part there was a kind 
of awed silence.

The 
joint planners — Army, Navy 
and Air, American, French and 
British—had done their jobs. 


“Everything seems to be 
progressing with great pre- 
cision .. . Your Majesty knows 
my opinion about the strategy, 
but the perfect execution of the 
plan was deeply interesting,” 
Churchill wrote to King George 
VI after watching the landing. 
At the time the great fleet 
joined off Corsica, however, the 
record was yet to be made. It 
was a strange feeling to look 
at the sea of ships and reflect 
on the work that already had 
been done, and the bloody 
tasks, only a few hours in the 
future, that would bring victory 
or defeat.
